Sea-borne Japanese forces made 
a third landing on New Guinea to­ 
day and enemy bombers blasted 
anew at Port Moresby, New Guinea, 
only 280 miles from the Australian 
roainiand- H was the IGth attack 
there. 
The landing was at Finschhafen, 
where there is a small airfield and 
a harbor which can accommodate 
moderate - sized 
vessels.

strength of the new landing force 
was not stated.

Many citizens send money when 
their returns show tha t they don’t 
owe any taxes. A $ 20 contrib ution 
arrived in Seattle along with a 
non-taxab le return last week from 
a m an 
living along 
tha Arctic 
circle in Alaska.

Salt Lake City recently greeted 
an almost legendary sheepherder 
who trekked from his mountain 
home 2 0 0 miles through a b lizzard 
to pay not only his 1941, b ut also 
his 1939 and 1940 income taxes. He 
explained that he changed his mind 
ab out taxes since he had a son 
with M acArthur on Bataan. 
In contrast to those who refuse 
to take deductions, some still claim 
them wrongfully. 
The collector at Omaha wrote in 
yesterday to report that a man 
there had to b e argued out of 
claiming 
“depreciation” 
on 
his 
wooden leg. An Ohioan was told 
b y another collector he couldn't 
deduct the price of his false teeth 
unless he could prove they were a 
“necessary and ordinary b usiness 
expense.” 
But the North Dakota collector 
recently approved a $ 5 deduction 
b y a woman who lost her dress in 
an 80-mile-an-hour windstorm. 
However, in New York, one man 
paid a $ 30,000 tax with his return, 
from which he omitted delib erately 
custom ary deductions which would 
have cut his tax b y $ 700.

Many citizens send money when 
their returns show th a t they don’t 
owe any taxes.

Salt Lake City recently greeted 
an almost legendary sheepherder 
who trekked from his mountain 
home 200 miles through a blizzard 
to pay not only his 1941, but also 
his 1939 and 1940 Income taxes.

As this is a little m atter with which some of our 
read ers may n ot be familiar, we will ex plain th at 
the celebrated column ist, a n avy veteran of the 
F irst World war an d a m em ber of the n aval r e s e r v e 
sin ce 1934, requested an d was gran ted w'hat they 
call “ volun teer active d uty” without pay last De­ 
cem ber an d was given the ran k of lieuten an t com­ 
man d er. 
He has d evoted himself heart an d soul to raisin g 
mon ey for the n avy relief fun d , w'hich is accoun ted 
by the n avy itself an ex tremely importan t move­ 
men t. 
He was d irectly respon sible for raisin g a 
large sum through a prizefight an d has been labor­ 
in g atoutiy in the in terests of a huge show th a t 
will be put on at Mad ison Square Gard en ton ight 
for the n avy relief. 
He has con tin ued his column right alon g an d al« o 
his weekly broad casts, the former work bein g with­ 
in n avy regulation s an d the latter d eemed of tre ­ 
men d ous value by the n avy because Win chell gen ­ 
erally m an ages to work up a little propagan d a for 
the an chors-aweigh lad s an d is cred ited with great­ 
ly stimulatin g en listmen ts.

Some of his commen ts m ust have worked in un d er 
the hid e« of our statesm en alread y ten d erized by 
the barbs of public opin ion on the pen sion s. Recen tly, 
some of them began takin g picks on him about his 
n avy status, culmin atin g in tbe d eman d men tion ed . 
In view of the obvious an imus behin d the d eman d , 
most person s in W in chell’« position would have paid 
n o atten tion to it an d gon e on about the work th a t 
so gen erally is applaud ed by the public an d tbe ben e­ 
ficiaries, but W alter is an impassion ed fellow about 
all thin gs an d he felt that his patriotism an d bravery 
had been impugn ed , which of course is arran t n on ­ 
sen se in view of his record .

An d if it sees fit to reward thpse person s with 
un iforms an d titles, we thin k it is small en ough com­ 
pen sation for their labor?» . If they take con spicuous 
prid e in their reward , they are en *itled to it. This 
is just an other of those in stan ces of strain in g at 
trifles that has won for some con gressmen the rid i­ 
cule of their fellow citizen s.

By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE 
Wide World Science Editor 
y B W ORLEANS— A quick, easy, 
i s apparently alm ost IOO percent 
remedy for one of m an’s oldest.

leg diseases, thrombophlebitis, was 
m ade public today a t the Tulane 
university school of medicine. 
The trouble is due to blood clots 
In the calf. The rem edy is one, 
flometimes two. Injections of novo 
calne at the base of the spine.

bakey, M. D. and Alton Ochsner, 
M. D. of Tulane's departm ent of 
surgery. 
Such leg trouble may happen to 
anyone. It oeeura more frequently 
In women immediately after preg­ 
nancy or operations, in fat per­ 
sons and 
In elderly people who 
have heart or other debilitating 
conditions. 
T h e 
clot 
occasionally 
escapes 
from the vein to endanger life by 
passing 
to 
the lungs 
or 
heart. 
More often lf stays where It form­ 
ed and finally becomes a fibrous 
cord. T here may he swelling, ul­ 
cers or life-long Invalidism. 
There are many treatm ents. The

fact that usually a spa*m—th at Is, 
contraction—occurs 
in

where the clot forms. The spasm 
is under control of one of the 
chains of the sym pathetic nervous 
system. 
This 
chain

emerges from the spine near its 
base. 
The novocaine at that point tem­ 
porarily blocks action of the nerve 
chain. The result is to relax the 
spasm in the calf. To date 71 case*

completely by the first novocaine 
injection. The remaining IO per­ 
cent by a second shot. In other 
treatm ents the patients rarely have 
been able to leave the hospital 
within two or three week*, some­ 
times not for six weeks. 
W ith novocaine, nearly half left 
within to eight days.

With the new treatm ent, 
fever disappeared in two days in 
the m ajority of case*, and never 
lasted longer than eight days.

Winchell Advised To Stay On Land 


Where Most Needed Despite Attack 


By One Of Our Congressman

W 
E S E E where our volatile pal, W alter Winchell, 
has gone busting off to W ashington to request 
assignm ent to active duty in the navy just because 
some congressm an let out a squawk that he either 
be so assigned or disenrolled. 
As this is a little m atter with which some of our 
readers may not be familiar, we will explain that 
the celebrated columnist, a navy veteran of the 
F irst W orld w ar and a m em ber of th e naval re se rv e 
since 1934, requested and w as granted w hat they 
call “volunteer active duty” without pay last De­ 
cem ber and was given the ran k of lieutenant com­ 
mander. 
H e has devoted himself h e art and soul to raising 
money for the navy relief fund, which is accounted 
by the navy itself an extremely im portant move­ 
ment. 
He was directly responsible for raising a 
large sum through a prizefight and has been labor­ 
ing stoutly in the interests of a huge show th at 
will be put on at Madison Square Garden tonight 
for the navy relief. 
He has continued his column right, along and also 
his weekly broadcasts, th^ form er work being with­ 
in navy regulations and the latter deemed of tre ­ 
mendous value by the navy because Winchell gen­ 
erally m anages to work up a little propaganda for 
the anchors-aweigh lads and is credited with great­ 
ly stimulating enlistments. Incidentally, he has do­ 
nated p art of his radio stipend to the relief cause. 
A 
S you perhaps well know, Winchell always has 
spoken his mind about all public figures, includ­ 
ing congressmen, with special reference to the latter. 
Some of his comments m ust have worked in under 
the hide* of our statesm en already tenderized by 
the barbs of public opinion on the pensions. Recently, 
some of them began taking picks on him about his 
navy status, culminating in the demand mentioned. 
In view of the obvious anim us behind the demand, 
most persons in W in c h e rs position would have paid 
no attention to it and gone on about the work th at 
so generally is applauded by the public and the bene­ 
ficiaries, but W alter is an impassioned fellow about: 
all things and he felt that his patriotism and bravery 
had been impugned, which of course is arrant non­ 
sense in view of his record. So off he goes huckitty- 
buckitty to W ashington to bare his bosom, so to 
speak, for his country. 
W e do not, know just exactly w hat W alter con­ 
siders active duty, but if he is thinking iii term s of 
service aboard a ship of the line in th e battle area," 
we fear that at his age aud with ht£ lack of practical 
schooling in th at department, ho only would be in 
the way. T he navy would 
not gain in 
fighting 
strength and in the m eantime the Navy Relief fund 
would be suffering from the loss of one of its great­ 
est assets. 
T 
H E sacrifice of W in c h e rs life m ight satisfy his 
pride and gratify some of his enemies, but, it 
scarcely would make up for the gap it would leave 
in his present field of endeavor. The navy does not. 
w ant influential middleaged gentlemen at. its battle 
stations, but it does want them behind the lines, 
especially those who, like Wincher, are willing to 
work night and day in practical effort for the navy. 
And if it sees fit to reward these persons with 
uniforms and titles, we think it is small enough com­ 
pensation for their labors. If they take conspicuous 
pride in their reward, they are entitled to it. This 
is ju st another of those instances of straining at. 
trifles that has won for some congressmen the ridi­ 
cule of their fellow citizens. 
If Winchell could he of real service on a w ar 
vessel that Is where he should be, and that is where 
the critical congressmen should he, too,■finder similar 
conditions. But since his service is more valuable 
In the field in which he now is engaged, that is 
where Winchell should remain, and th e navy should 
request the congressmen who have been asking for 
his assignm ent o r dlsenrollment to go out and see 
if they can render similar value to the sailors. 
W alter is all right. Only he should learn not to 
ta^e congressm en too seriously.

estate, w hile about $211,000 will 
come from all 
sources for the 
fund, personal property taxes and 
from other sources. 
Mr. Lorah said that Em m ett J. 
Gaston, 
clerk - treasurer 
of 
the 
board, had told th e committee that 
the only hope for increased rev­ 
enue would be through a reap­ 
praisem ent 
of 
real 
estate, 
or 
through another levy for operating 
expenses outside the 10-mill lim ita­ 
tion. 
Vetera’ Approval Doubted 
"It is very doubtful if the voters 
of the school district would ap­ 
prove another mill or a mill and a 
half for school operating purposes 
at this tim e,” Mr. Buzzard said. 
"There is some talk of a reap­ 
praisem ent of property but this 
could not be completed in time to 
give the teachers any relief this 
year or possibly next year. The 
cost of such 
a 
reappraisem ent 
would be about $55,000, and county 
commissioners a re unable to see 
wherg such funds m ight be ob­ 
tained.” 
Supt. H. G. Means displayed a 
chart which showed how teachers’ 
salaries had changed from 1025 to 
1941. He declared that during the 
16-year period, th e salaries of ele­ 
m entary teachers were increased 
from $9+0 to nearly $1,800; high

$1,540 to 
$1,720, and elem entary school prin­ 
cipals from $1,560 to $1,960. 
H e appealed to the comm ittee to

T he course for the volunteer 
nurse aide corps includes instruc­ 
tion in making beds, giving baths, 
recording the intake of liquids and 
the output of urine and evacuation, 
assembling equipm ent for various 
simple 
procedures—for 
enemas, 
lavage, bot w ater bottles, ice bags, 
oxygen 
adm inistration, 
renewing 
and 
applying 
casts, 
bandages, 
slings and so forth. 
One item is instruction in tak­ 
ing tem peratures, pulses and res­ 
piration, which anybody can learn 
and which is one of the most Im­ 
portant pieces of information a 
doctor can have about a patient. 
I presum e tbe lectures or dem­ 
onstrations will cover the subject 
of elem entary flnst-aid, Infectious 
fever nursing, the ordinary prin­ 
ciples of asepsis and sterilization, 
the recognition and cars of shock. 
the principles of dietetics and in­ 
valid feeding.

“Failure to organize the domes­ 
tic front of the battle of produc­ 
tion already has been translated 
Into serious defeats for our own 
armed forces,” the report said.

failure,

“traceable to our inability to com­ 
prehend tbe nature and acop* of 
modem warfare. 
“O ur 
enemies 
are 
operating 
along the Inner line and even our 
defensive operations to hold them 
in check

deploying our

by 
three or four times.”

The survey was m ade’by the bureau of census. It contains no 
specific mention of proposals that* 
American women he drafted into 
factories as women are in Eng­ 
land. but asserta: 
‘‘The maximum movement. Into 
the male labor force hardly can ex­ 
ceed 2,000.000 men. A larger ex­ 
pansion of the total labor supply 
evidently can be achieved only by 
drawing millions of women into the 
labor force." 
15,600,000 In Reserve 
The report said that 15.600,000 
housewives 
between 
18 
and 
44 
years old represent the principal re­ 
serve from which additional war 
labor might, be drawn. 
"An enormous amount of man­ 
power will be needed for replac­ 
ing workers withdrawn into the 
armed forciy and for expending the 
output of war materials." it stated. 
"Some of these need# can be 
met by utilizing the workers who 
still are unemployed, by lengthen­ 
ing working hours and by trans­ 
ferring workers from non-essential 
civilian industries. 
"In the future, however, such 
measures will not be sufficient. As 
in the First World war, millions of 
people who are not ordinarily work­ 
ers must be drawn into the labor 
force."

Down payment minima were in­ 
creased as foliows: Refrigerators, 
washing machines, ironers, vacuum 
cleaners, e l e c t r i c dishwashers, 
room unit air conditioners, sewing 
machines, radios, phonographs and 
musical instruments, from 20 per­ 
cent to 33 1-3; 
furnaces, water 
heaters, water pumps and plumb­ 
ing, from 15 percent to 20; home 
air conditioning systems and attic 
ventilating fans, from 15 percent 
to 33 1-3.

are 
bicycles, 
lawn mowers, silverware and pho­ 
tographic equipment, on which a 
33 1-3 percent down payment will 
be required, and clocks, watches 
and floor coverings, 20 percent.

after April I the maximum credit 
value allowable on a used car will
